Tinder abuse 
under scrutiny 


Campaign. Group at 
U of A pressures makers 
of matchmaking app 
for stronger security 
and privacy

Three University of Alberta 
students are using an online 
campaign to push the popu¬ 
lar matchmaking app Tinder 
to improve its security and 
address what they say is its 
perpetuation of rape culture. 

“We hear horror stories 
from women who use Tin¬ 
der who get backlash when 
they say ‘No’ — that simple 
word can trigger threats of 
being beaten up or raped, 
and there’s no consequence 
for the perpetrator,” said 
Michelle Schultz, who, 
with two other Women and 
Gender Studies classmates, 
has started the online aware¬ 
ness campaign. 

“Lines are crossed left, 
right and centre,” Schultz 
said. 


Edmontonians hoping to 
share their experiences using 
Tinder can submit them via 
Twitter @TinderGrrrls or at 
tindergrrrls.weebly.com. 

Edmonton social media 
expert Walter Schwabe said 
Tinder encourages the shal¬ 
lowest level of human rela¬ 
tionships. 

“Many see it as a place to 
find a hookup,” he said. 

Worryingly, Schwabe said 
Tinder’s security features 
to prevent abuse are “rudi¬ 
mentary at best.” 

Tinder has age restric¬ 
tions that prevent users 13 
and under from accessing 
the dating app. Users aged 
14-17 are allowed access, but 
Tinder only allows users of 
similar ages to see these pro¬ 
files. 

Critics have noted, how¬ 
ever, that a user’s age on Tin¬ 
der is defined by the age they 
represent themselves as on 
their Faceboolc profile, and is 
open to abuse. 

“We’re asking Tinder, 
‘What are you going to do 
about it?’ and we’re hope¬ 
ful about a response,” said 
Brooke Andrews, another of 
the campaign’s co-founders.

Bhardwaj 
cleared of 
wrongdoing 

The Progressive Conservative 
party announced Sunday night 
it had cleared MLA Naresh 
Bhardwaj of any wrongdoing 
in the Edmonton-Ellerslie 
nomination race. 

In a statement, the party 
said that after employing an 
independent investigator to 
look into allegations against 
Bhardwaj, it concluded its 
previous disqualification of 
rival candidate Balraj Manhas 
should stand. 

Manhas withdrew from 
the race after the party came 
to him citing problems with 
his nomination papers right 
before the Feb. 21 vote. Al¬ 
legations later surfaced that 
Bhardwaj had tried to unfairly 
influence the race. 

Two of Manhas’s support¬ 
ers alleged Bhardwaj or others 
acting on his behalf attempted 
to have them sign pre-drafted 
affidavits claiming their names 
had improperly appeared on 
the challenger’s nomination 
papers. One of those sup¬ 
porters, Balbir Sidhu, further 
alleged Bhardwaj offered 
$10,000 to sign the affidavit. 

In addition to speaking to 
Metro, both of those support¬ 
ers made sworn statements 
about the allegations. None 
of the allegations has been 
proven, and Bhardwaj is now 
suing Sidhu for defamation. 

The party’s statement said 
the independent investiga¬ 
tion supported the original 
concerns about Manhas’s 
nomination, and said it found 
“significant inconsistencies” 
with the statements made 
against Bhardwaj. 

Reached late Sunday, 
Manhas said he was deeply 
disappointed by the party’s 
statement and is considering

Studies across North America 
demonstrate that retail busi¬ 
nesses win when on-street car 
parking is removed for cycle 
paths, but some Edmonton 
business leaders caution that 
as the city prepares to do just 
that, some owners will need 
convincing. 

Murray Davison, head of 
the Old Strathcona Business 
Association, worked with busi¬ 
ness in his area to investigate 
how planned bike lanes will 
affect business if street park¬ 
ing was removed.

son said, following the re¬ 
search. “Although parking is 
a premium, there’s parking in 
other locations, so losing a bit 
for a bike lane really isn’t go¬ 
ing to be that detrimental.” 

The city is currently work¬ 
ing on the design of the pro¬ 
posed 83rd Avenue bike lane 
route, something which will 
help to “greater service the 
Old Strathcona area,” Davison 
said. 

“It’s going to be a tough 


haul for the city. At least in 
our area, we’ve done a lot of 
work on it, done a lot of work 
on parking. But not all other 
areas will have that work done 
independently of the city,” 
Davison said. 

City officials say they 
haven’t undertaken case stud¬ 
ies on the effect removing on¬ 
street parking has on business 
or the potential benefits of 
installing bike infrastructure 
yet, but it is something they’re 
considering. 

Ed Fong, chair of the 104 
Street Committee, isn’t con¬ 
vinced removing parking for 
a bike lane on 104th Street 
would be needed in his area. 

“Personally, I’m not in fa¬ 
vour of removing vehicle lanes 
of traffic to make room for 
bikes on 104th Street,” he said. 

“There’s no curb, so (104th 
Street is a) veiy bike-friendly 
street to begin with. I think 
the parking is valued by many 
business owners and I think 
there would be a problem 
with that.”

Disqualified candidate says his actions were routine 


A former Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive candidate who was recent¬ 
ly disqualified said it seems 
the party was simply trying to 
clear a path for their preferred 
candidate and he’s done noth¬ 
ing to deserve being trounced. 

Don Martin, who was dis¬ 
qualified in Edmonton-Decore 
earlier this month, admitted 
Sunday that he talked to Steve 
Benson about exiting the Ed- 
monton-Meadowlarlc race but 
did so before Benson was offi¬ 


cially a candidate there. 

He described the discussion 
as regular politicking. 

Benson has alleged he 
was approached by an un¬ 
named person from another 
campaign about withdrawing 
and was offered a bribe to do 
so. After the allegations were 
made, the PC Party disqualified 
Tom Choucar, Benson’s rival in 
the riding. 

Martin said Choucar wasn’t 
involved in the idea and that 


the party is portraying his 
actions as offering “induce¬ 
ments” when he was simply 
tiying to start a discussion. 

“My suggestions would 
have been for him and Tom to 
come to some sort of a gentle¬ 
man’s agreement,” he said. 

Martin stressed he said this 
without Choucar’s direction 
and suggested to Benson that 
they could come up with a 
way to fundraise to help cover 
Benson’s early expenses if he 


exited. 

“Those arrangements are 
veiy common in nomination 
contests at all levels of govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Martin said using a chat to 
disqualify two candidates is 
simply unfair. 

“It would appear that the 
party used what was in effect 
an honourable and run-of-the- 
mill conversation between 
candidates to disqualify two 
individuals,” he said. 


Tom Choucar said he was 
approached about leaving the 
race by several people in the 
party, including a cabinet min¬ 
ister, and believes they found 
an excuse to force him from 
the race. 

“That’s guaranteed what it 
was,” he said. 

Choucar said he sold 500 
memberships, people who 
now feel like their vote has 
been thrown away.

Edmonton police continue 
to search for a description of 
a suspect after three people 
were shot outside a busy 
downtown nightclub early 
Saturday morning.

Terrorism. Group 
calls for a different 
approach to fighting 
ISIL, argues against 
Muslim stereotypes

Girls in hijabs handed out yel¬ 
low, red and purple roses as 
symbols of peace at the Alberta 
Legislature on Sunday as Mus¬ 
lim and Christian men and 
women gathered to protest 
Canada’s intention to extend 
its militaiy campaign against 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) group. 

“We think that the way 
to deal with a violent ideol¬ 
ogy requires a more cre¬ 
ative approach,” said Safana 
Makhdoon, 33, one of the 
organizers of the protest. 


The event drew about 25 
people who have immigrated 
to Edmonton from Iraq, Pak¬ 
istan, Kenya, Tanzania, Iran and 
Afghanistan. 

“We’ve seen what happened 
in Afghanistan after September 
11th. By going there and bomb¬ 
ing people that were suppos¬ 
edly al-Qaida militants, it just 
ended up spreading.” 

This week, the federal cab¬ 
inet is widely expected to pro¬ 
pose extending Canada’s Spe¬ 
cial Operations mission against 
ISIL, currently concentrated in 
Iraq, by up to one year. 

Maldrdoon and others 
at the protest said bat¬ 
tling violence with violence 
is the wrong approach. 
They believe defeating ISIL will 
require offering people in states 
beleaguered by the militant 
group a better, more hopeful 
alternative. 

While their parents pushed 
to shift foreign policy, younger 
Muslims at the protest ex-

pressed hope that stereotypes 
about their religion will end. 

“We’re here to tell people 
that (ISIL) does not represent 
Islam and that Muslims are 
not terrorists,” said 12-year-old 
Sarah Alaslcaiy. 

“We are against all 
terrorism around the world 
and want to tell people 
that we don’t represent (ISIL).” 

Alaslcaiy, who wears a hijab 
and whose family emigrated 
from Iraq, said she does not ex¬ 
perience discrimination at her 
school in Edmonton. 

Still, she said, “We don’t feel 
we are treated properly.”

An abused Regina cat facing 
the amputation of one of its 
paws has inspired donors to 
give more than double what 
humane-society organizers had 
originally hoped.

Bruce Almighty has under¬ 
gone hours of surgeiy, and staff 
at the Regina Humane Society 
say a decision will be made 
Monday on whether to ampu¬ 
tate a front paw 

Executive director Lisa Koch 
says Bruce is alert and eat¬ 
ing, and staff hope he’ll pull 


through. 

“We’re going to see if we can 
see some further improvement 
in those paws, in particular on 
his front legs, before we decide 
what our next steps will be,” 
Koch told radio station CJME. 

The cat was reported Wed¬ 
nesday to the humane society 
when someone spotted him in 
northwest Regina. 

The society has asked any¬ 
one with information about 
what happened to get in touch. 

Koch said all money left 
over from Bruce Almighty’s 
treatment will be used to care 
for an expected influx of ani¬ 
mals in need.

Fonyo awakens from 
coma after assault 


More than a month after 
Steve Fonyo was stabbed dur¬ 
ing a violent home invasion, 
he has been lifted from an 
induced coma but is suffering 
from memory loss and 
slurred speech. 

His sister Suzanne Main 
says doctors have diagnosed 
him with a head injury but 
they don’t know whether it 
will be permanent — and her 
family is holding out hope for 
a full recovery. 

She says the medically in¬ 
duced coma was lifted about 
two weeks ago, but her visit 


this past weekend marked 
the first time she saw him 
awake since the Feb. 13 at¬ 
tack. 

When she arrived at the 
hospital on Saturday, Main 
says Fonyo started to ciy and 
hugged her tightly, telling 
her in a slurred voice how 
happy he was to see her. 

Main says the head injuiy 
is preventing RCMP from 
interviewing Fonyo about 
what investigators have said 
was likely a targeted assault 
in his home in Surrey, south¬ 
east of Vancouver. Three men

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Quebec. Bloc intends 
to hold intercultnral 
independence gathering 


Days after a Parti Quebecois 
leadership hopeful’s contro¬ 
versial comment on immigra¬ 
tion, Bloc Quebecois leader 
Mario Beaulieu has announced 
his party’s intention to hold a 
large intercultural gathering 
for independence. 

In an interview with The 
Canadian Press, Beaulieu 
explained the Bloc Quebe¬ 
cois wants to show that 
a large number of immi¬ 
grants are in favour of Que¬ 
bec’s independence. 

Last week, Pierre Karl Pela- 
deau said that immigration 
represented a threat to the 
sovereigntist movement. The 
PQ MNA and leadership can¬ 
didate later apologized for his 
comments, saying they were 
inappropriate and did not re¬ 
flect his true thinking. 



Without directly referring 
to Peladeau’s remarks, Beaulieu 
said it was necessary to reach 
out to Quebecers of all origins 
to persuade them of the advan¬ 
tages of independence. 

He said the national ques¬ 
tion was “the business of all 
Quebecers, without exception.”

Middle East. Canada backs 
two-state solution: Harper 


Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
has reiterated Canada’s support 
for a two-state solution for Is¬ 
raelis and Palestinians during 
a phone call to newly re-elected 
Israeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu. 

The statement from Harp¬ 
er’s office on Sunday was more 
muted than statements made 
recently by U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama, French President 
Francois Hollande and UN Sec¬ 
retary General Ban Ki-moon. 

It was the first time Harper 
and Netanyahu had spoken 
since Netanyahu secured a vic¬ 
tory on Tuesday. 

In the final days of the hotly 
contested campaign, Netan¬ 
yahu said he would not support 
the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state. That position 
flew in the face of that trad-

$4.3M spent on medical 
pot for injured veterans

The cost of providing medical 
marijuana to the country’s in¬ 
jured soldiers under a Veter¬ 
ans Affairs program jumped to 
more than $4.3 million this fis¬ 
cal year, an increase of 10 times 
what was spent last year. 

And the number of ex-sol¬ 
diers eligible for taxpayer-fund¬ 
ed, prescribed pot more than 
quadrupled to 601 patients, 
according to figures released by 


the department. 

The numbers represent a 
dramatic escalation, even from 
last fall, when former veterans 
minister Julian Fantino was 
told in a briefing note that 
there were 224 approved cases. 

At the beginning of the last 
budget year, there were 116 eli¬ 
gible veterans. 

In 2013-14, the government 
spent $417,000 on medical ma¬ 
rijuana for soldiers, said the 
briefing obtained under access- 
to-information legislation. 

The jaw-dropping increases 
may represent a conundrum 
for Health Canada, which rou¬ 
tinely warns against marijuana 
use, and the ruling Conserva¬ 
tives, who have ridiculed Liber¬ 
al Leader Justin Trudeau’s cam¬ 


paign for overall legalization of 
marijuana. 

In a statement, a Veterans 
Affairs spokeswoman stood 
by the program, pointing to 
government documents ex¬ 
plaining that even though the 
government does not want to 
see marijuana used as medi¬ 
cine, the courts have ordered 
patients to have access to it if 
prescribed. 

“Marijuana for medical pur¬ 
poses is not an approved drug 
or medicine in Canada, and 
Health Canada does not en¬ 
dorse or promote the use of ma¬ 
rijuana,” said Janice Summerby. 

“However, (Veterans Affairs) 
will support eligible veterans 
by reimbursing the cost of ma¬ 
rijuana for medical purposes if 


their physician deems it is an 
appropriate treatment for the 
veteran’s health condition and 
authorizes its use in accordance 
with Health Canada’s regula¬ 
tions.” 

Throughout much of last 
year, there was a growing de¬ 
bate within the veterans de¬ 
partment about how much 
would be covered by the pro¬ 
gram, introduced in 2008, and 
whether it should be capped or 
even cancelled outright. 

Fantino, who has since been 
replaced by Erin O’Toole as 
minister, was presented with 
four different options, includ¬ 
ing dropping the policy but re¬ 
taining existing clients or elim¬ 
inating it altogether.

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Jewish leaders seek Holocaust fees 



Greece. Thessaloniki 
community considers 
how to reclaim rail 
fares of those sent 
to death camps 


It was 1943, and the Nazis 
were deporting Greek Jews to 
death camps in Poland. Hit¬ 
ler’s genocidal accountants 
reserved a chilling twist: the 
Jews had to pay their train 
fare. 

The bill for 58,585 Jews 
sent to Auschwitz and other 
camps exceeded 2 million 
Reichsmark — more than 25 
million euros ($27 million) in 
today’s money. 

For decades, this was a 
forgotten footnote among 
all of the greater horrors of 
the Holocaust. Today it is re¬ 
turning to the fore amid the 
increasingly bitter row be¬ 
tween Athens and Berlin over 
the Greek financial bailout. 

Jewish leaders in Thes¬ 
saloniki, home to Greece’s 
largest Jewish community, 
say they are considering how 
to reclaim the rail fares from 


Germany — with seven dec¬ 
ades of interest. 

“We will study the law and 
do our best to claim,” the com¬ 
munity’s president, David Salt- 
iel, told The Associated Press. 

Such a move would suit 
the new government in Ath¬ 
ens, which is tiying to shift 
the public focus from Greece’s 
current debt crisis to Ger¬ 
many’s Second World War 
debts ahead of Monday’s first 
visit to Berlin by Greece’s new 
Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras. 

Billions of euros in rescue 
loans from other European 
countries and the Internation¬ 
al Monetaiy Fund have saved 
Greece from bankruptcy since 
2010. Germany, the largest 
contributor to the bailout, has 
been vocal in pressing Greece 
to cut back on government 
spending to bring its finances 
under control. 

But the Greeks point out 
that, following its wartime de¬ 
feat, Germany received one of 
the biggest bailouts in modern 
histoiy within a decade of lay¬ 
ing waste to much of Europe. 
Greece was among 22 coun¬ 
tries that agreed to halve Ger¬ 
many’s foreign debt at a 1953

Even some German polit¬ 
icians have called for a change 
of heart on the reparations 
issue. They argue that if Ger¬ 
many doesn’t confront its 
Second World War guilt, it can¬ 
not expect other countries to 
repay their more recent debts. 
The point has particular res¬ 
onance in Germany because, 
in German, guilt and debt are 
the same word: Schuld. 

Among the claims that 
Greece, or individual Greeks, 
might bring against Germany: 

• Billions of euros in 
present-day money as com¬ 
pensation for destroyed infra¬ 
structure and goods looted by 
the Nazis from 1941 to 1944. 


• Compensation for the es¬ 
timated 300,000 people who 
died from famine during the 
winter of 1941-1942. 

• Compensation for the 
slaughter of civilians as repris¬ 
als for partisan attacks. One of 


the most infamous massacres 
took place in the Greek vil¬ 
lage of Distomo on June 10, 
1944, when Waffen-SS soldiers 
killed more than 200 women, 
children and elderly residents. 
Another in Kalavryta in De¬ 


cember 1943 involved Ger¬ 
man troops killing more than 
500 civilians. 

Previous efforts to bring 
claims against Germany have 
ended in legal quagmires.

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Voters blunt 
rise of France’s 
National Front

France’s governing Socialists 
never expected to do well in 
Sunday’s first-round elections, 
and their strategy worked just 
as planned: their conservative 
rivals took first place. 

Before the elections for 
2,000 local councils, the So¬ 
cialists urged people to vote, 
hoping that turnout would 
blunt the rise of Marine Le 
Pen’s far-right National Front, 
even if it meant Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy’s conservative UMP 
would be the victor. 

Initial projections gave the 
UMP party 31 per cent of the 
vote compared with 24.5 per 
cent for the National Front 
and 19.7 per cent for the So¬ 
cialists and their allies. Turn¬ 
out was 51 per cent, compared 
to about 45 per cent in 2011. 

With little air of a man in 
third place, Prime Minister 
Manuel Vails was the first to 


praise the far-right party’s de¬ 
feat. 

“This evening, the extreme 
right, even if it is too high, is 
not at the forefront of French 
politics,” Vails said. 

Le Pen was nowhere on 
the ballots herself, but her Na¬ 
tional Front is trying to build 
a grassroots army of local offi¬ 
cials to buttress her presiden¬ 
tial ambitions in 2017. 

France’s council elections 
are in two rounds, so victoiy 
Sunday determines which can¬ 
didates can contest a second 
vote March 29. The Socialists 
are deeply unpopular after 
the government’s failure to 
turn around France’s econ¬ 
omy. Both they and the UMP 
are torn by infighting, leaving 
the National Front something 
of an open field for the first 
round. 

But both the Socialists and 
UMP, normally rivals, have 
issued dire warnings about the 
National Front, whose oppos¬ 
ition to immigration, radical 
Islam and the European Union 
has helped transform the 
party from a pariah under Le 
Pen’s father, the associated press

Venezuela. Bus accident Central African Republic, 
kills at least 11 people Extremists attack villages 


At least 11 people have been 
killed in Venezuela when 
a bus rolled into a ravine 
southwest of Caracas. 

Another 36 people were 
injured in the crash, which 
occurred Sunday as the bus 
was travelling to visit a la¬ 
goon. 


The bus driver was 
among the dead, according 
to statements released on 
Twitter by the National Po¬ 
lice and a highway safety 
official. 

The cause of the crash 
was under investigation.

A group of heavily armed 
Muslim extremists attacked 
several villages in Central Af¬ 
rican Republic over the week¬ 
end, killing at least 11 people, 
a villager said Sunday. 

Central African Republic 
has been rocked by sectar¬ 
ian violence since 2013.

year, mostly Muslim Selelca 
rebels seized power, and 
their brutal rule led to the 
rise of Christian militias that 
unleashed a wave of violence 
against Muslims. UN and 
French troops are now tiying 
to stabilize the country.

her gun and fired three 
times. White died Saturday 
afternoon.

A third attacker in the 
deadly assault on the 
Bardo museum is on the 
run, Tunisia’s president 
said Sunday, declaring his

President Beji Caid 
Essebsi said the attack 
involved “three aggres¬ 
sors” and the third man 
escaped. 

He was speaking live 
with French network iTele 
from inside the museum, 
its elaborate tile work vis¬ 
ible behind him.

Liberians are overcoming 
their fears of Ebola to volun¬ 
teer for a vaccine trial. 

The gruesome toll of the 
Ebola outbreak, which has 
killed more than 4,200 Liber¬ 
ians of the more than 10,000 


West Africans who have 
succumbed to the disease, 
has intensified efforts to 
find a vaccine for a disease 
that previously infected 
relatively few people in 
remote areas. 

One year after the World 
Health Organization declared 
the Ebola outbreak, vaccine 
trials are underway in Liberia 
and Guinea. Sierra Leone will 
start a trial later this month.

U.S. involvement in Iraq 
being thwarted by 
ran's Quds Force, CIA 
director argues 


Having the leader of Iran’s 
elite Quds Force direct Iraqi 
forces battling the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) is complicating the U.S. 
mission against terrorism, 
and is also contributing to de- 
stabilization in Iraq, the direc¬ 
tor of the Central Intelligence 
Agency said Sunday. 

The comments by CIA 
Director John Brennan on 
Fox News Sunday are among 
the strongest yet voiced by 
American officials about the 
involvement of shadowy Iran¬ 
ian Gen. Qassem Soleimani in 
the war against the extremist 
group. 

Brennan described Solei¬ 
mani as being “veiy aggres¬ 
sive and active” as he advises 
Shiite militias battling the 
extremists, most recently in

the ongoing offensive target¬ 
ing Tikrit, Saddam Hussein’s 
hometown. 

Brennan said he “wouldn’t 
consider Iran an ally right now 
inside Iraq.” 

The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Martin 
Dempsey, testifying at a con¬ 
gressional hearing this past 
week, said that the U.S. wor¬ 
ries that Shiite militiamen 
eventually might turn against 
Sunni and Kurdish Iraqis, fur¬ 
ther destabilizing the countiy. 

But Brennan said he did not 
believe the presence of Solei¬ 
mani and his advisers pointed 
to Iran having a larger role in 
Iraq and its future. However, 
he acknowledged it’s not for 
lack of tiying. Baghdad’s Shi¬ 
ite-led government has forged 
closer ties with Iran. 

“We’re not letting them 
play that role. I think they’re 
working with the Iraqis to 
play that role,” the CIA head 
said. “We’re working with the 
Iraqis, as well.” 

Brennan pointed to the 
Iraqis themselves for the coun¬ 
tiy’s instability, rather than

the pullout of U.S. troops. Iraqi 
security forces crumbled in 
the Islamic State group’s light¬ 
ning offensive last summer. 
The militants now hold a third 
of Iraq and neighbouring Syria 
in their self-declared caliphate. 

“I think the fault really lies 
with a number of the Iraqis 
who wasted and squandered 
the opportunity they had after 
the government was reconsti¬ 
tuted not to put at rest some 
of these sectarian tensions 
and not to be more inclusive 
as far as bringing the Sunni 
community in,” Brennan said.

Hopeful encounter inspires teen to battle illness

An ailing Chilean girl who 
made a public plea for permis¬ 
sion to end her life has had a 
change of heart, according to 
her father. 

Fredy Maureira told The 
Associated Press on Sun¬ 
day that his 14-year-old, 
daughter, Valentina, has 
changed her mind after meet¬ 
ing people who responded 
to her plea to be euthanized in 
order to end her suffering from 
cystic fibrosis. 

“Yes, she is thinking about 
it,” Maureira said.

The girl told the El 
Mercurio newspaper that 
“there are people who have 
led me to change my way of 


thinking.” 

A video in which Maureira 
asked Chilean President 
Michelle Bachelet to al¬ 
low her to be euthanized 
gained global attention last 
month after it was posted on 
YouTube. 

Bachelet, who is a trained 
pediatrician, visited the 
girl and her family but the gov¬ 
ernment said it could not ap¬ 
prove her request. 

Valentina Maureira took a 
photo of herself with President 
Michelle Bachelet, at the Cath¬ 


olic University hospital in San¬ 
tiago, Chile in Februaiy. 

Fredy Maureira said 
his daughter was especial¬ 
ly moved by a visit from 
an Argentine family whose 
children have been stricken 
by the incurable respiratoiy 
illness. 

He said she also was given 
hope by meeting a patient who 
has survived beyond age 20. 

Valentina’s brother died 
of the illness when he was six 
years old.

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Medieval king honoured with reburial 


Richard III. 

Monarch’s remains 
get proper funeral 
after being found in a 
Leicester parking lot 


Richard III was finally get¬ 
ting the ceremony and hon¬ 
our a king deserves, 530 
years after his ignominious 
death in battle. 

Hundreds of people, in¬ 
cluding some in period cos¬ 
tume and armour, turned out 


in Leicestershire on Sunday 
to watch a procession carry¬ 
ing the remains of the medi¬ 
eval king whose bones were 
found in 2012 under a park¬ 
ing lot. The cortege made its 
way to Leicester Cathedral, 
where the monarch will be 
properly reburied. 

Richard, the last Plan- 
tagenet king, was killed in 
battle against Henry Tudor 
in 1485 and buried hastily 
without a coffin in a long- 
demolished monastery. 

His bones weren’t found 
until 2012, when archaeolo¬ 
gists excavated them from 


a Leicester parking lot. DNA 
tests, bone analysis and 
other scientific scrutiny es¬ 
tablished that the skeleton 
belonged to the king. 

On Sunday, a hearse 
carrying the monarch’s re¬ 
mains, sealed inside an oak 
coffin, processed through 
Leicestershire’s countryside 
to Bosworth, the battlefield 
where the monarch fell. 
Crowds lined the route of 
the cortege, and re-enactors 
in costume fired cannons in 
a 21-gun salute. 

Michael Ibsen, a des¬ 
cendant of the monarch 


who built the coffin that 
carried Richard’s remains, 
was among academics and 
others who placed white 
roses on the casket during 
a short ceremony earlier 
Sunday. 

The coffin will lie in 
Leicester Cathedral, where it 
will be lowered into a tomb 
on Thursday. 

“His reburial at the end 
of the week will have all the 
dignity and solemnity that 
his original burial never 
had,” said Phil Stone, chair 
of the Richard III Society. It

designed to sway 
people about Keystone 
XL, one official says 


The multimillion-dollar cam¬ 
paign to market Canadian oil 
in the U.S. was hard to miss. 

The Maple Leaf was plas¬ 
tered on the walls of sub¬ 
way stops in Washington, 
D.C., and it popped up in all 
sorts of American publica¬ 
tions with such messages as 
“America’s Best Energy Part¬ 
ner” and “Friends and Neigh¬ 
bors.” 

Documents obtained by 
The Canadian Press offer 
a peek at the behind-the- 
scenes strategic considera¬ 
tions in 2013, as the federal 
government conducted a 
$1.6-million US ad campaign 
that grew into a $24-million, 
two-year program that wraps 
up this month.

under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act, reveal the websites 
to be shunned as advertising 
outlets; the Internet search 
words that would trigger 
a Canadian energy ad; the 
coveted locations for bill¬ 
boards in Washington, D.C.; 
the rejected proposals; and 
the U.S. ad salespeople who 
angled for a slice of the pub¬ 
licity pie. 

Throughout the two-year 


campaign, the Keystone 
pipeline issue remained un¬ 
resolved. But that doesn’t 
mean it failed, defenders say. 
In fact, the ads didn’t men¬ 
tion Keystone. The original 
call for tenders spelled out 
the mission; to defend Can¬ 
adian energy’s reputation 
against hostile groups and 
lawmakers threatening anti- 
oilsands measures in the U.S. 
and Europe. 

So was the campaign suc¬ 
cessful? A separate budget 
was used for gauging the 
public response; $58,335 for 
an initial focus group and 
$49,393 later for a poll. 

The poll showed most 
D.C. respondents had seen 
the ads. They didn’t quite 
agree, however, on what 
they had seen. The most 
popular takeaway message, 
at 17 per cent, was that Can¬ 
ada and the U.S. were friends 
and energy partners. Build¬ 
ing Keystone XL got 11 per 
cent.

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FREEZEWAY NOT WINNING HEARTS AT HOME 


Matthew Gibs's plan for an 11-kilometre skating track ailed the Freezeway has fired the imagination of people around the world. But he still 
has to hear from anyone in Edmonton who could take the idea farther along the road to reality

The last two months of Matthew Gibs’s life have 
been, in his words, “insane.” 

While the Edmonton-raised, Vancouver- 
based landscape architect tried to settle into a 
new job, his fantastical plan for an 11-lcilometre 
skating track called the Edmonton Freezeway 
has captured the world’s imagination. In addi¬ 
tion to coverage in Wired, BBC, NPRradio 
(twice) and Newsweek, he’s been interviewed by 
World Architecture News and the American So¬ 
ciety of Civil Engineers’ magazine. 

All that attention for what is, essentially, a 
document with no funding, no legislation, no 
government support. Yet many enthusiastic 
readers across the world think Edmonton is 
about to construct the boldest active transporta¬ 


tion plan in the western world, inspiring such 
comments as “I’d move to Edmonton for this”; 
“moving to Edmonton”; and “I wish I lived in Ed¬ 
monton.” 

Forgive me for reading too much into some 
off-the-cuff tweets, but such mutterings are 
rarely heard outside ofWestloclc. Numerous 
media outlets have falsely reported that it’s be¬ 
ing built. It’s not even being considered. Yet no 
one from the city is rushing to correct these re¬ 
ports. Nor is it rushing to embrace the idea. 

“I’ve heard nothing from nobody except 
newspapers,” says Gibs, 29. 

In truth, arm’s-length departments Make 
Something Edmonton and the Winter City 
Strategy have done their best to legitimize the 
plan. But after inviting him to present it at the 
recent international winter cities conference, 
where the Freezeway was talk of the event, no 
one of influence reached out to him. 


Gibs has reached out to councillors, though. 
Only Coun. Ben Henderson, who spearheaded 
the Winter City Strategy, has been encouraging, 
suggesting he pilot the Freezeway somewhere. 
Gibs is in talks with the Edmonton Ski Club. But 
even if it comes through, it misses the point: 

The Freezeway is an urban commuter track, not 
a recreational nature path. A moderate skating 
pace of less than 14 km/h could cut walking 
commutes by a third and even beat some buses. 

Gibs insists the Freezeway can be done for 
cheap: Under $13,000 for the first 2.5 kilo¬ 
metres, alongside the Northlands to downtown 
LRT or along 121 St., if it’s maintained by volun¬ 
teers and “typical backyard rink technology.” 
He estimates the priciest section, along 105 Ave., 
where framing would be required, would cost 
$900,000 initially. By comparison, the city con¬ 
tributed $400,000 to the transient, one-lcilo- 
metre track for Red Bull Crashed Ice. Inspired by 


Crashed Ice, as well as Light the Bridge, he’s 
tried for support from the Katz Group, since the 
Freezeway suggests a connection to the future 
arena. His requests (and mine for this article) 
were ignored. 

It’s hard to get a comment on the feasibility 
of the Freezeway. Because it hasn’t been formal¬ 
ly proposed and “still very much at a concept 
level,” city engineers wouldn’t speculate about 
it, said a spokesperson. It is easy, however, to see 
how it aligns with administration’s goals of pro¬ 
moting winter tourism, active transportation, 
sustainable transportation and innovation. 
“With many of the ski hills forecasted to close in 
the States over the next 50 years,” he says, “we’ll 
be well situated to serve winter to the world.” 

In the meantime, he’s trying to serve it him¬ 
self, but looking to build a “Friends of the 
Freezeway” team.

John Legend says he’s con¬ 
cerned that the Blurred Lines 
verdict could set a scary pre¬ 
cedent for artists creating 
music inspired by others.

Netflix seems to be tiying out 
almost eveiything in terms of 
their original content, from 
standup specials to political 
thrillers to superhero shows. 

Their latest, from Dam¬ 
ages creators Glenn and Todd 
Kessler and Daniel Zelman, is 
Bloodline, which tracks the 
shifting loyalties in a frag¬ 
mented family struggling 
with whether to accept the 
returning black sheep. 

It’s less compulsively binge- 
able than House of Cards or 
Orange Is the New Black, but 
that has something to do with 
the creators’ decision to tease 
out reveals between various 
family members, who are 
played by such luminaries as 
Sissy Spacelc, Sam Shepard 
and Kyle Chandler. 


That’s part of what at¬ 
tracted Linda Cardellini to the 
project. Known for her roles 
on Freaks and Geeks, Mad 
Men and ER, she plays young¬ 
est child (and only daughter) 
Meg, who argues in favour of 
welcoming back the perpetu¬ 
ally shifty Danny (Ben Mendel¬ 
sohn). “I always say it’s veiy 
layered,” says Cardellini of her 
latest project. 

“And the thing that the 
creators do really well is, they 
plant things in the beginning 
that will pay off as the entire 
series moves along. And eveiy¬ 
thing is well-earned. Nothing 
comes out and hits you over 
the head.” Asked to pin down 
the series’ genre, she gives it 
some thought, then says, “I 
would say it’s a family drama 
that turns into a psychological 
thriller that explores the dy¬ 
namics within a family and 
takes it to a really dark place.” 

That playing with expecta¬ 
tions about the type of genre 
the show is was intentional, 
says Cardellini. “From the be¬ 
ginning, you think, ‘Oh, I’m 
watching this thing that’s 
about a family and the dif¬ 
ferent dynamics that happen 
within a family, but at the 


same time there’s this unease 
about eveiything, and there’s 
a tension here that I don’t 
totally entirely understand,’

Of course, in a show about 
four troubled siblings, we had 
to ask Cardellini about her 
own family’s layout. “I’m the 
baby of four,” confirms Card¬ 


ellini. “Hopefully they won’t 
see too many similarities.” 

The show takes place in 
the Florida Keys, and it’s safe 
to say the locale plays a big 
part in the tone of the show.

Saving is a lost art. You’d 
think that with all the yada-

So much of the blah blah 
blah about building up a 
stash of cash for the future 
centres on the next big in¬ 
vestment that will get you to 
where you want to be. If it’s 
really so easy to be a success¬ 
ful investor, why aren’t there 
more of ’em? 

If what’s stopping you 
from saving is the sense of “I 
don’t know what to do with 
the money once I’ve saved 
it,” I can reassure you that de¬ 
ciding what to invest in isn’t 
as hard as you might think. 
Forget about analytics and 
market timing, forget about 
what was hot last year. You’re 
going to focus on these three 
things: 


Define savings 


If you’re sticking money 
away for a vacation, for 
gifts, for car insurance, 
that’s not savings; it’s 
planned spending 



•When you’ll need the 
money. 

•How willing you are to 
lose money because invest¬ 
ments can take a dive. 

•How knowledgeable you 
are about investing. 

If you won’t need the 
money for 10 years or more, 
the world in your oyster. You 
can buy just about eveiything 
going. 

If you’re willing to take 
chances — you win some, you 
lose some — then you have 
to figure out how much ‘lose 
some’ you can stand. All of it: 
you’re a risk taker; none of it: 


stick with sure and steady. If 
you can’t explain what you’re 
thinking of buying to a 12-year- 
old, you can’t buy it. 

But that doesn’t mean you 
can’t be an investor. Eveiyone 
can be an investor. Earning 
even a sad .25 per cent on your 
savings account makes you an 
investor, albeit a lazy one. And 
if you have a stomach for more 
risk, learn about indexed in¬ 
vesting and get busy. 

Investing isn’t the biggest 
barrier to building up a nest 
egg. People often misunder¬ 
stand what “saving” is. Saving 
is “not spending money” and 
if you want to have “savings” 


you have to take the money 
you didn’t spend and put it 
somewhere to accumulate for 
the future. If you’re sticking 
money away for a vacation, for 
gifts, for car insurance, that’s 
not savings; it’s “planned 
spending.” 

It’s smart to accumulate 
money for big spends right 
along with your day-to-day 
needs, but it’s not savings. 
Unless it’s going into an emer¬ 
gency fund, a long-term sav¬ 
ings — think retirement or 
school — it’s not “savings.” 

Saving a measly four per 
cent of your income isn’t going 
to get you to where you want 


Slow and steady savings 


If you don’t leave your¬ 
self enough time for your 
money to do some of the 
heavy lifting — I’m talking 
compounding here — you’re 
doing yourself a huge disser¬ 
vice. Start saving in your 20s 
and your money will grow, 
grow, grow. 


• Assume you make $45,000 
a year, save 10 per cent, 

a month, and earn 3 
per cent return on your 
money on average, and 
don’t have to pay tax on 
the income (you've put 
the money in a TFSA or 
RRSP): 

• Start at 25 and by retire¬ 
ment, (assuming it's at age 
65 ) you'll have $ 357 , 441 , 
$ 172,941 of which came 
from interest. 

• Start at 35 and you'll have 
$226,594, $87,094 of 
which came from interest. 

• Start at 45 and you’ll have 
$ 129 , 623 , $35,123 of 
which came from interest. 


to be. With 35 years or less to 
your retirement date, you need 
to be socking away 10 per cent. 
With 25 years or less, if you 
haven’t saved any money, you 
need to be squirrelling away 18 
per cent of your income. 

Money is an exhaustible re¬ 
source. It runs out. If you want 
to have some for later, you’ve 
got to avoid spending some 
now. Begin developing the sav¬ 
ing habit and you’re heading 
in the right direction. Momen¬ 
tum will cany you along. 

Ultimately, how much you 
save and how long you save are 
just as important as what you 
do with those savings.

A miso soup is a traditional 
Japanese soup where the key 
ingredient is miso paste. 

Traditionally the stock is 
made from “dashi,” a type of 
kelp.

Miso paste is fermented 
soy beans that comes in differ¬ 
ent strengths. I like a milder 
variety such as shiromiso, or 
‘white’ miso. You can always 
use firm tofu or shrimp to re¬ 
place the chicken.

1. Bring a pot of water to a 
boil and cook noodles just 
until tender, about 3 minutes.

Rehab video game. 
Romanian software 
developer hopes to 
turn a painful process 
into enjoyable activity 
played on your Xbox 


A broken arm as a boy led 
Cosmin Mihaiu and some 
inventive colleagues to turn 
tedious physical rehabilitation 
exercises into a game that they 
hope can make it easier for 
people to recover from injuries. 

The Romania-born soft¬ 
ware engineer demonstrated 
the game last week at the 
prestigious TED Conference in 
Vancouver, showing how it can 
be played on the motion-sens¬ 
ing video game platform Kinect 
for Micosoft’s Xbox. 

“We need to come up with 
solutions to get patients motiv¬ 
ated to get better,” Mihaiu told 


AFP. “No one likes treatment, 
but if we can make it in a way 
where people don’t think it is 
cumbersome they will get bet¬ 
ter faster and save costs.” 

Mihaiu and his colleagues 
devised the software application 
to work with physical therapists 
to customize motion-control 
games to reward patients for do¬ 
ing prescribed movements. The 
system, called MIRA (Medical 
Interactive Recoveiy Assistant), 
is currently designed for play off¬ 
line in clinics. 

Its makers plan to create an 
online version that people could 
use at home, with performance 
data shared with therapists. 
“We don’t want to replace 
physical therapists. We want to 
develop a digital pill that can be 
prescribed to help the patient 
get better,” Mihaiu said. 

MIRA is being tried in clin¬ 
ics in Britain and Romania, 
with an annual subscription 
price of several thousand dol¬ 
lars, Mihaiu said. He added

Jennifer Jones kept Canada’s 
medal streak alive at the 
women’s world curling cham¬ 
pionship, but she wasn’t able 
to end the country’s gold- 
medal drought. 

The Winnipeg skip lost 5-3 
to Switzerland’s Alina Patz 
in Sunday’s championship 
game, a loss that also ended 
her bid to become the first 
reigning Olympic champion 
to win Canadian and world 
titles the following season. 

Jones, third Kaitlyn Lawes, 
second Jill Officer and lead 
Dawn McEwen dug them¬ 
selves a hole early, unable to 
put any points on the board 
until the seventh end and 
spotting Patz a 4-0 lead. 

“I wish we could start the 
game over again, but that’s 
just not the way the game 
goes,” said Jones. “We left it 
all on the ice, and I couldn’t 
really ask for ourselves to do 
anything more than that. We 
did push them, and I’m proud

of the girls for that.” 

It’s the sixth straight year 
a Canadian team has reached 
the podium at the tourna¬ 
ment, a streak that no other 
countiy can currently match.

Despite the slow start, 
Jones was poised for a come¬ 
back in the 10th end as Patz 
was facing four Canadian 
counters when she drew to 
the button with her final 
shot. 

“We made her make a 
good shot for the win,” said 
Jones. “We kind of spotted

Canada would finally hit 
the scoreboard with two in 
the seventh end, and then 
would pull off a steal in the 
ninth to cut the margin to 
one. But it wasn’t enough as 
Patz secured Switzerland’s 
third gold in four years.
